This drama is taken from the novel of Kenilworth, aud has heen’ 
brought forward, we presume, for the purpose of introducing Mis. 
Bunn. It is, like other stage-productions founded on the “ Seutetrnie- 
vels,” as they are called, a mere skeleton of the interesting story. 
Every one who has read the novel of Kenilworth will be greatly dis- 
appointed at the drama; and those who have not perused it, will feel 
little er no interest. ‘The dramatists of these stories seem chiefly to’ 
depend upon the filling-up from the memory ef the readers of the ne- 
vels who are the spectators of their pieces, instead of working on 
the foundation of the novellist with all the freedom necessary to! pro- 
duce a perfect efiect. This has rendored the play of Kenilworth a 
tedious performance occupying four hours, being just an act an hotir. 
This undue length, however, may be cxpected to be greatly reducett 
on the next night of representation. "Phere.are only two cliarvacters’ 
in this play, which exeite very high attention—namely, Queen Ekka- 
beth, and Amy, Countess of Leicester. The former was represented 
by Mrs, Bunn in a most admirable manner-—combiving dignity, grace, 
spirit, and feeling. She likewise looks the charactcr cxuetly accord- 
jug to our conception of “ the Maiden Quecn.”’ 


Mrs, West personated the persecuted 4my, with a sweetness, of; 
manner, and interesting appearance, quite in unison with the—idea- 
formed of the hapless lady, from the original sketch. Once or twice 
her. woes were too vehemently expressed, but in all other points slic 
was much admired. Mr. Watuacx, as Leicester, had but little:to. de 
worthy of his talents. Mr. Ancner was a tolerable Varney. Mr. 
Penuey, as Tressillian, acted very well. We did not much admire 
Mr. Browxe’s Michael Lambourne. Mr. Terry, as Foster, was 
morose enough. Miss S. Boorn was thrown away on the part of 
Janet. Mr. Harvey, in Wayland Smith, was also neutralized... The 
Piect was received with some applause:—The house was crowded.

morality of German ielo-drame ; one or two strokes of dramatic and 
poetic talent from Kotzebue, and the well-known animating and elo- 
quent address which Suerman ‘transplanted from one of his own 
speeches in St. Stephen’s, to the stage of old Drury: Mr. Youne 
gives an imposing, if not a grand representation of the ultra-heroisi 
of Rolla, This personage is sublimed beyond the region of the pas- 
sions ; indeed, beyond the sphere of nature and probability. A lover 
proving hisspassion for his mistress by showering benefits upon his 
successful rival, proves only that his rejection should excite neither 
pity nor surprise ; and we believe, wherever men have shown the wis- 
dom or the virtue to overcome jealousy, whether in savage or civil- 
ized sogiety—in the fashionable fauxbourgs of Paris, or in the wilds 
of America, there will be discovered at the bottom, a great fuad of 
philosophical indifference. We have intimated, that Mr. Youne is a 
popular and admired representative of Rolla. His dress was richly 
ornamented with embroidery and emeralds, and his declamation was 
last night as gorgeously splendid as his attire, In several passages 
he was loudly and deservedly applauded. Some parts of the address 
to the soldiers were finely and energetically spoken ; but, as a whole, 
his declamation of this noble piece of martial rhetoric was not sus- 
tained, He gave the well-known point, “ Take back the dagger !” 
with perfect felicity and effect; and it is but justice to observe, as 
KemBLE is so: well remembered in this scene, that the effect was ‘en- 
tirely Mr. Youne’s own. Mr. Asnorr supported the part of Alonzo 
with judgment and propriety. Mr. Rayner gave the benefit of his 
talents to the short but excellent scene between the Sentinel and Rolla. 
The Pantomime followed.—There was a crowded house.
